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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
L The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AEPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Furukawa et 
al (US 6,588,094). 

The applied reference has a common inventor and a common assignee with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection vmder 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was 
derived fi-om the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
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Furukawa discloses in claim 1 the steps of preparing, coating, laminating, cutting, 
sintering, forming steps; col. 1, lines 56-67 discloses about the inorganic material; col. 2, lines 
52-67 and col. 3, lines 17-23 disclose about the ceramic green sheets and inorganic material; col. 
3, lines 35-43 discloses about extemal electrodes; col. 4, lines 5-13 discloses about metal oxide. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fumkawa et al 
(US 6,588,094). 

Furukawa fails to disclose that the inorganic material includes a total of 100% by weight 
of inorganic materials, the content of the same ceramic material as that included in the ceramic 
green sheets is about 5% to about to about 50% by weight, and the content of the inorganic 
material having higher resistivity than that of the ceramic material is preferably about 50% to 
about 95% by weight. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the inorganic material includes a total of 1 00% by 
weight of inorganic materials, the content of the same ceramic material as that included in the 
ceramic green sheets is about 5% to about to about 50% by weight, and the content of the 
inorganic material having higher resistivity than that of the ceramic material is preferably about 
50% to about 95% by weight, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim 
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are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine 
skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The claims failed to specify what type of ceramic material used as the green sheets. 
However, it is inherent, obvious and well known in the art to incorporate zinc borosilicate as the 
ceramic material, the same material as the paste, in the industry. 

See col. 1, lines 62-64 and col. 2, lines 62-67. If the paste is not applied to the sheets 
themselves, how can you form stacks? 

Interviews After Final
